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N MY FIRST ARTICLE I tried to show how Aberdeen-Angus 

families originated and how they are still being founded. In 

doing so I allowed a typographical error to pass in my refer- 
ence to the Mignonne family. I said that James D. McGregor pur- 
chased Rubicon Mignonne 6th 39502, but it was Rubicon Mignonne 
12th 51201 which Mr. McGregor secured. In this article it was my 
intention to deal with two questions asked by your correspondent, 
but I find that I cannot do justice to the subject in one short 
article. In consequence I intend to complete my discussion of ques- 
tions two and four in the next installment. 

The first question for discussion in this article reads: “How 
many families are there?” (I would like to have a list. of them and 
a brief history of their origin and development). 

The editor of the Journal has told us that he will publish the 
Holbert family tree (prepared by Prof. Cane) in which 176 families 
are identified. That tree will probably come as close as anyone 
can to answering the main question. As a matter of fact it is al- 
most impossible to say how many families there are. The number 
is steadily increasing, old families are from time to time becoming 
extinct and the families that are most common in one country are 
probably not known in another. There are of course a large num- 
ber of families which are known in Scotland, the United States

and Canada and it is with them 
that I will attempt to deal. By des- 
cribing the old Scottish foundation 
families and those that have been 
built in America and carried on in 
America I hope to give your cor- 
respondent the information which 
he is seeking. 

Unlike the editor I do not quite 
accept the view that all Aberdeen-Angus cattle have a family 
name. It is rather a fine point and the conclusion which anyone 
may reach will depend upon the basis of reasoning adopted. All 
registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle are descended from some cow 
that was the first of her strain to be registered and in many (prob- 
ably most) cases from some recognized family. However many 
early animals did not remain in the possession of their original 
owners long enough to permit the building of a family and their 
descendants have been sold from one new breeder to another so 
frequently through the years that all family identity has been lost 
and no effort has been made to establish a new family. For these 
reasons I suggest that some Aberdeen-Angus cattle cannot be 
said to belong to any recognized family. In my opinion the real 
test is whether or not constructive breeding work has been done 
along definite lines. 

In answer to the main question I must frankly say that I do 
not know how many Aberdeen-Angus families there are. More- 
over I am not sure that I could find out without a great deal of 
research which might take months of study. I believe however 
that I can provide a satisfactory answer to the question by de- 
scribing the known families to which most of present day Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle belong. For this purpose I will divide some of 
the families into groups which trace to one cow. 

Registration numbers in parenthesis (3456) signify regis- 
tration in the Scottish book, in dashes -3456- they signify registra- 
tion in the Canadian book and if unadorned 3456 they signify reg- 
istration in the American book. 


FAMILIES TRACING 
TO BLACK MEG (766) 


These are, in the main, families which were established by 
William McCombie, of Tillyfour, with Queen Mother (348) as his 
foundation cow. He began his breeding work in 1832 and con- 
tinued it until his death in 1880. New families have been estab- 
lished by other breeders from some branches of the McCombie 
families and wherever possible I will describe those families. Mr. 
McCombie did not own Black Meg, but it is desirable to give some 
information about her so that those who are studying Aberdeen- 
Angus breeding may get the true picture. 

We do not know when Black Meg was born or the name of 
her breeder, but have a record of her purchase by William Fuller- 
ton, Ardovie, Scotland, in 1833 or 1834. Mr. Fullerton had one 
of the very best of the early Scottish herds and he prized Black 
Meg highly. At the Ardovie sale in 1844 William McCombe pur- 
chased a granddaughter of Black Meg, a yearling heifer which 
he afterwards named Queen Mother (348) and from her was found- 
ed the first great family of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Because of 
the excellence and fecundity of the descendants of Queen Mother 
more Aberdeen-Angus cattle trace to Black Meg (766) than to any 
other cow in the herd books. 

The following are the main families which trace to Black Meg

Pride of Aberdeen was the greatest 
show and breeding cow of her day 
and William McCombie concentrat- 
ed his greatest efforts on _ the 
development of this strain. While the

Prides are from a branch of the Queen Mother family, the Pride 
family is recognized as one of the leaders. Pride of Aberdeen had 
seven daughters and four sons registered in the herd books and 
all were cattle of high merit. This great cow had 78 female des- 
cendants registered in volumes 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 of the herd books of 
the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society. 

(b) The Victoria branch tracing to Black Meg through Vie- 
toria of Kelly (345), by Cupbearer (59), and Queen Mother (348), 
was developed by Alexander Bowie, Mains of Kelly, a breeder of 
great distinction. Cattle of this family were introduced to Canada 
in the early eighties by Honorable J. H. Pope, Cookshire, Quebee, 
and they are now known in both Canada and the United States, 

(c) The Windsor branch tracing to Black Meg through Beauty 
of Morlich (2072), her dam Windsor (202), and grandam Queen 
Mother (348), is best known in the Cran herd in the old country, 
Windsor won the cow class at the Highland Society Show in 1854 
for William McCombie, of Tillyfour, but the family has been de- 
veloped at Morlich. 

(d) The Charmer branch tracing to Black Meg (766), through 
Charmer (1172), Bloomer (201) and Queen Mother (348). Charmer 
was bred by William McCombie and won the cow class at the 
Highland for him in 1872. This family was also introduced to Can- 
ada in the early eighties by the Honorable J. H. Pope, Cookshire, 
Quebec. There are many Charmers in the Canadian herd books. 

(e) The Daisy or Vine and Dandy branch tracing to Black 
Meg (766), through Daisy of Tillyfour (1165), Charlotte (203) and 
Queen Mother (348). Daisy of Tillyfour was the first prize cow 
at the Highland in 1864 for William McCombie, her breeder. 

(f) The Duchess branch tracing to Black Meg (766) through 
Duchess of Westertown (927), Favourite (1237) and Queen Mother 
(348) was developed by George Brown, of Westertown, Scotland. 
Animals of this strain will be found among cattle descended from 
Westertown animals. 


2. K. Prides of Aberdeen tracing to Black Meg (766) through 
Kindness of Ballindalloch (1412), Pride of Aberdeen (581) and 
Queen Mother (348). Kindness of Ballindalloch was purchased by 
Sir George Macpherson Grant at Drumin in 1873 and founded a 
family at Ballindalloch that is still one of the aristocratic groups 
of cattle. The family is well known in Scotland, the United States 
and Canada. ; 

I have no doubt that there are some other strains of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle which trace to Black Meg (766), but it is chiefly 
through the descendants of Queen Mother (348) that the name 
Black Meg (766) has been preserved. Pride of Aberdeen 
has been most responsible for the large number of cattle which 
still trace to Black Meg. The fact that she had seven registered 
daughters and seventy-eight female descendants registered in five 
volumes of the early herd book provides the explanation.

D when trying to make a deadline? Well 

I did when preparing the materials for 
the November issue and as a result neg- 
lected to make special mention of the cover 
pictures which had been so graciously sup- 
plied by Secretary Lisle Sheldon, of the Pa- 
cific Coast Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation. To the inquirers who have asked 
“Was it necessary to leave out that last 
strip” we can only say NO, nevertheless IT 
HAPPENED TO US, and we are sorry and 
will try at this time to make reparations. 


Hence the Journal is here reproducing 
those attractive and highly educational 
pictures in miniature form. In the top sec- 
tion will be found Mr. Arthur Denny, his 
mount and his faithful dog, inspecting a 
portion of the Aberdeen-Angus cattle on his 
range near Raymond, California, just in the 
north edge of Madera county, where his 
range is located in the foot hills at an ele- 
vation of 1800 feet. Here his Aberdeen-An- 
gus are giving excellent returns. 


He says in part “My cattle are pastured 
here except for four months, June 1st to 
October 1st, when they are up in the moun- 
tains on government range. I have had Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle for nine years and they 
have proved to be very good rustlers, espec- 
ially in the high mountains. They come out 
in the fall looking as good as, if not better 
than, the white-faced cattle that run on the

same range. One reason that I like Aber- 
deen-Angus is that the calves are always 
fat and in good condition when I bring them 
out of the mountains in the fall. I general- 
ly sell the calves at this time. In regard to 
cancer eye, I have never had one in that 
herd. I have had many people ask me if 
the Black cattle were not wild and hard to 
handle. This is a mistaken idea as far as 
my herd is concerned. I have just returned 
from taking them to the mountains, a thir- 
ty-five mile trip that takes two days. I took 
eighty head of cows and about seventy 
calves; I had no trouble at all, and the only 
help I had was two dogs. Mine is not a 
registered herd, except for the bulls. But 
I have some very well bred cows.” 


Of his Aberdeen-Angus herd Henry Hens- 
ley, manager of Gwerder Ranch, near Galt, 
California, writes: “We chose Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle for feeding conditions, uni- 
formity of color, no dehorning, and no calv- 
ing trouble. We have never had calf trouble 
since we had Aberdeen-Angus, and yet sev- 
eral heifers who managed to get through 
the fence and were bred as yearlings, still 
gave us no trouble. We have also found on 
actual test that Aberdeen-Angus stock does 


not take as much feed as

FAMILIES TRACING 
TO EMILY (332) 

The group which traces to Emily (382) 
is not nearly so large as the group which 
traces to Black Meg (766), but it is a very 
select group. Sir George Macpherson Grant 
of Ballindalloch is responsible for the pres- 
ervation and development of this strain 
through Erica (843). Sir George acquired 
Erica from the Earl] of Southesk (her breed- 
er) in 1858 for fifty guineas. Erica was by 
Cupbearer (59) and was calved in 1857. She 
was only modestly successful in the show 
ring, but proved an excellent breeder. Her 
dam was Emily (332) out of Beauty, an un- 
registered cow bred by Hugh Watson, Keil- 
lor Lodge. For many years the Ballindal- 
loch Ericas were the elite. Branches of this 


family include: 


(a) The Eisa Ericas tracing to Emily 
(332) through Eisa (977), by Trojan (402), 
and Erica (843). Eisa was bred by Sir 
George Macpherson Grant and was the first 
prize cow at the Highland in 1871. 

(b) The Enchantress Ericas tracing to 
Emily (332) through Enchantress (981), by 
Trojan (402), and Erica (843). Enchantress 
was also bred by Sir George Macpherson 
Grant and this cow and Eisa became the 
favorites of the Laird of Ballindalloch. 

(c) The Chieftain Ericas tracing to Em- 
ily (832) through Erica 2d (1284), by Chief- 
tain (318), and Erica (843). Sir George 
sold this daughter of Erica to Mr. Duff, of 
Hillockhead, and this branch of the family

(d) The Kildonan Ericas tracing to Em- 
ily (332) through Ella (1205), by Kildonan 
(405), and Erica (843). Ella was sold to 
Mr. Macgregor, Garline, and as a result this 
branch was developed outside the Ballindal- 
loch herd. 

Sir George Macpherson Grant preferred 
the get of Trojan to the get of Chieftain 
and Kildonan and as a result he concen- 
trated his efforts as a breeder on the des- 
cendants of Eisa and Enchantress the two 
daughters of Erica which were sired by 
Trojan (402). Because of his great work 
as a breeder the branches of the Erica fam- 
ily which trace to those two cows be- 
came much more valuable than the other 
branches. 

(e) The Elba branch tracing to Emily 
(332) through Elba (7045), a daughter of 
the great Erica bull Young Viscount (736), 
and Erica (843). This branch was developed 
by Sir George Macpherson Grant. 

(f) The Juana Ericas tracing to Emily 
(332) through Juana Erica (36285) by 
Premier of Finlarig (17059), and Erica 
(843). Juana Erica was the first prize cow 
at the Highland Society Show in 1906 and 
was then described as “an almost perfect 
model of Aberdeen-Angus type.” The fam- 
ily has been developed by J. Ernest Kerr, 
Harviestoun Castle, Dollar, Scotland. 

The above list identifies the main branches 
of the Erica family, but there are others 
which have been developed from time to 
time. The Hartley Elines are an example. 
Although they are members of the Erica 
family they are almost universally called 
Elines. They trace to Emily (332) through 
Eline of Balmoral (imp) 61747, from the 
herd of his Majesty the King and Erica 
(843). Because of the particular excellence 


of the Elines this branch of the Erica fam- 
ily has been developed. Other branches have 
been developed by other breeders, but it is 
quite impossible to enumerate them all. 
Breeders in different parts of the world are 
developing new branches from time to time 
from outstanding cows and that practice 
will continue as the basis of progress. 


FAMILIES TRACING 
TO LADY CRAIGO (99) 


The third group to which I wish to direct 
attention includes several of the most favor- 
ed Aberdeen-Angus families. The members 
of these families all trace to Lady Craigo 
(99), although they do not bear her name. 
The group of families started in the Mont- 
bletton herd in Scotland when the owner, 
Mr. Robert Walker, purchased Lady Craigo 
(99) at the Craigo sale for £42—approxi- 
mately $210.00. At the time of the pur- 
chase Lady Craigo was in calf to Craigo 
(260) and this calf founded this group of 
families. Several families were developed 
from the descendants of Lady Craigo (99) 
and the principal strains may be enumerat- 
ed as follows: 

1. The Montbletton Mayflower family 
tracing to Lady Craigo (99) through her 
daughter Mayflower (614), by Craigo (260). 
This family was developed by Mr. Walker at 
Montbletton and was considered his best. 

2. The Lady Ida family tracing to Lady 
Craigo (99) through Lady Ida (1021), by 
Black Diamond (464). This family was 
established and developed to some extent 
by Mr. Walker at Montbletton, but it was 
later brought to prominence by Andrew 
Mackenzie at Dalmore. Lady Ida lived un- 
til she was nineteen years of age and raised 
fifteen calves. The family is well known in 
North America—the Rosemere Idolmeres 
were outstanding members.
